SCHOOLS. 

The doliberale and sot purposo of tlic 
governmeut to subortliiiato tlie educa- 
tional interests of tlie country to poli- 
tics was novur uioro marked than on 
Tuesday last, when the list of success 
ful candidates for teachers' certificates 
was published in their pet organ to llio 
MtuUied exclusion of all other news- 
papers in the province. The custom 
for several j'ears was to givo the li.'it 
atmultaneously to both city journals ; 
but in the case of the examinations just 
closed the list was handed only to the 
Standard. Against this unl lir treat- 
ment we enter a prote.it. Tin- ]iulilie 
Bchools of tho province cost tiic roua.rv 
nearly ;35O,OO0 per annum. The peo- 
ple have a right to obtain the fullest 
information as to the manner in which 
they are conducted. Carried away by 
a petty feeling of which they should be 
ashamed, the government, or tho su[)er- 
intendent, or tho e.xaminers a.'i a body, 
have departed from tho rulo wiiich ob 
tained under former governmentK and 
placed this year's list where it was 
scarcely seen. Wo arc not surprised at 
any action the government or the super 
intcndent may take to our prejudice ; 
but we are surprised that Dr. Tolmik, 
that great stickler for " Fair Play," 
who in tho past has drawn largely upon 
our time and stock of ink and [ uper in 
defending him against attacks upon his 
personal and political integrity by some 
of the very men with whom he now 
foregathers, siiuuld not have in.sisted 
upon the observance of " fair play " in 
this instance. No man in tho proyince 
has made more liberal use of these col- 
umns than Dr. Tolmie, and his course 
with respect to the publication of this 
list requires an eipiimaiion, at least. 
From tlie governujent or its superinten- 
dent we expected no other treatment ; 
but from Dr. Tolmig we looked for bet- 
ter things. We care not who are the 
responsible partie.s, tho act is one of the 
most disgraceful that has over come 
under our notice in connection with the 
schools, and every one concerned in it 
sbnuld bo heartily ashamed of liinis.slf.

A terrific hurricane raged in ilie de 
serl of .'Vtacoma daring four davs. .-Vt

On May 24th the anniversary of the 
memorable naval fight of Iquiqui was 
declared a public holiday in Chile. .-Vt 
sunrise and sunset salutes were lircd, 
and tho Chilean war vessels fired their 
guns. 

The Chilean government has resolved 
to reinforce, very considerably, the gar- 
risons on tho frontier, with the object, 
in case of a rising of the Jndians, of 
hemming them in between the Toiten 
and Ouutin rivers. 

A Chilean pappr says ; The follow- 
ing items show what Chilean occupa 
tion is doing for Iquiqui and the pro- 
vince of Tarapaca : During the first, 
four months of the present year the 
receipts of the Iquiqui cu.itoni house 
amounle;! to S007,51 7.G2, an increase 
of $720,668.23 over the corresponding 
period of last year. Mining produce, 
which, in the first four tiionths of 1880, 
only yielded S2, 328.00 in dues, has 
produced in the corre?:])onding jieriod 
of tho present year §21,117.57. The 
duties on imports during the same pe- 
riod have reached §(33,080.32, against 
839,850.46 in the first four months in 
1880.

Panama, July 17. — The following 
news from Peru has been received : 

The congress called by the provision- 
al government of Lima has transacted 
no business, oljiained no quorum and 
done nothing to alleviate the situation. 
In the meantime Teirola has called 
congress to meet at Ayacuct July Ist, 
and it is said there will be no lack of 
representatives at the reunion of .that 
body. The alliance is dead, its military 
power destroyed, its resources exhaust- 
ed, and both Cainiicro and Peiro'a ap 
pear to be disposed to take tlie shortest 
method to secure peace, viz : by treat- 
ing with the CniliaiiH, which hitherto 
they have haughtily refused to do. 

Two governments have recognized 
the provisional government of Colleron, 
thoso of the United States and Costa 
Rica. This may lead to a general re 
cognition by the diplomatic corps of 
Lima. In this case the day is over far 
Don Nicholiis de Peirola. 

Chilian and Peruvian ti'oops have 
been busy during the last few weeks, 
the former pursuing the bandits of 
Cancl valley, who have been wiped out 
without mercy, and the latter asserting 
tho power of the provisional povern- 
ment in the disafi'ected neighborhood of 
Lima. Both havo been measurably 
auccessful. 

From Chili the news is entirely oc- 
cupied with politics. The war is for- 
gotten in the struggle for political 
place and power. Bagnedeno, the mil- 
itary candidate, has resigned in deep 
dis rust with the government, which 
exh bitii a decided intention to control 
all the elections.

FATE OF THE WHALERS 

The San Francisco BvUelin and Call 
have lato and important now.s from tho 
expedition in search of the niiasing steam- 
er .leannetto and the missing whalers 
Jlount WallatJon and N'igilant. Of the 
latter the natives say that during the full 
moon of Xoveinber laat the Indians at the 
the mouth of ^^ aukarom river noticed a 
dark object in tho floating pack ico slowly 
approaching their shore, which they re- 
garded :us discolored ice, and paid no fur- 
ther attention until tho next day when the 
pack drifted on shore and they discovered 
it to be a wreck. Three of the men atart- 
cd out over tho ico with thoir dogs and 
aloiglia and managed to got on board, se- 
cure a fow articles and returned. A strong 
current and wind combined from tho west 
swept ice and all away to tho east and bo- 
foro the following midday all ha<l disap- 
peared. When, in the course of a few 
d.aya, the pack again returned, no further 
trace of the vessel was discovered. The 
.ship wa.s a whaler crushed by the ice, full 
of water, and dismasted, tho fore and 
mainmasts being broken oil and thu mi/.- 
zen cut away. The bulwarks ;u\d wheel- 
he use wero intact. Inside tho cabin gang- 
way were found the following articles, 
which were Hccurod by tho natives, \ : 
A broken apy-glass, a small biig; or purse 
of money, a doublo-barrellod gun, and a 
bomb gun. On the dock aft they found a 
box with bomb lancoa in it, a fow beads, 
and three cutting H[)ades without handles, 
the sockets much battered with blows as 
if poundetl with a hiinimer in cutting ice 
or wood for fuel, .-\bout tho dock a con- 
siderable i|Uantity of ship biscuit was 
scattered, frozen in with ico and snow that 
covered everything. -A. pile of walrus 
teeth noAt tho taflrail hud tho appearance 
of being caught by the crew u.s they had 
no hole.s in the small ends (a Riire indica- 
tion of tia.le ivory.) .-V number of de 
nuded bodies of men Ncere scattered around 
thedock, prostrate, some in boxes (wheth- 
er this incun.s cofiins or temporary sholtors 
on the deck I was unable to a.scertaiii), 
much disfigured by birds and beasts of 
pre) , .111.1 in some instancea much de.::iyod, 
aoeuiiiigly having been dead a long time, 
but all frozen and covered with snow. 
Whaleb.iiie w.a.s seen upon the forecastle 
and ill the steerage hatchway and among 
tho latter was a body frozen in with it. 
At the end of tho vessel's jibboom was a 
pair of reindeer horns and this fact Cxea 
the wreck as that of the bark Vii^ilant. 

.Another account aays there is no doubt 
111 the world that tho Vigilant and iMount 
Wulhiston aro lost. In last November 
a party of the natives discovered a vessel 
near Cape North, on tho Asiatic coaat,stovo 
in by the ico and nearly filled with wator. 
They boarded her and from tho descrip- 
tion, as given by themselves, they must 
have gazed upon a scene as lieartrending 
and pitiful as any hitherto recorded. .\11 
on board the iU-fatod vessel was a.s still 
as death. In the cabins, saloons and deck 
no signs of life were visible. In the lower 
saloon they found the bodies of three men 
So swollen and decayed that they hardly 
bore any resemblance to the human form. 
It is believed that the rest of tho crew 
took to the ice and perished before reach 
ing shore, as had ihoy landed there is n.i 
doubt but that the natives along the 
coast would have soon and succored them. 
Tho latter, however— tho Tehuktclies — 
report that no white people have boon 
aeon on their coast since the " big steam - 
er" (Professor Nordenksjold's ship Vega) 
wintered in Kaloutchin Bay, tho year bo- 
fore tho whalsr.s wero lost. They also 
found a considerable am.ninl of wreckngo 
from tho lost ahips. I'pon a nortion of it 
tho word Vigilant was painted, evidently 
p.irt of one of the ships boata, and aomo 
othor small articles marked Vigilant. .-V 
spyglass, thought to havo belonged to 
one of the ofBceni of tho W.jlhuston, was 
alao found by tho natives. 

Capt. Barker, of tho whaling barque 
Thomas Popo, learned from the nativen on 
Eaat Capo living in the vicinity of Kalout- 
chin Bay, that last Bcason they aaw two 
whale ships in the shore ice, one about 
140 miles to tho eastward of Eiust Ciipo 
and the other 80 miles. 

" You aro sure tho ship you saw wius not 
,a stenmor f " aakod Captain Barker. 

" No, " rei)licd,thu old chief, and mak- 
inj^ a motion with hia hand, ho told how 
she had 110 screw tostiruji and make thi; 
water whito. 

Tho native found a sack filled with mon- 
ey in the gangway, as if it had been drop- 
ped hurriedly, a spyglaiij, with the glasaoH 
broken, a bomb gun, several bomb lances 
and a fowling piece. Those they brought 
on shore and arc .still in their possession. 

This in brief is all that is known of the 
fate ol tho poor follows. Tho laat aeon of 
the .Mt. Wi.lla.ston and Vigilant was on 
the 10th of October, 1879, when they 
parted ..'..inpanv with tho Helen Mar in 
latitude 71' 50' north, longitude 173' 46' 
west. Two days after that tho Mercury, 
which was close to tho Helen Mar, was 
abandoned, anil tho crew came on board 
of tho latter. 

The Thomas Corwin, U. K. steamer, 
continues the search for the Joannette. 
The Corwin lost her rudder in an ico floo, 
which she repaired by pieces of wreckage 
from til* Loleta, a lost whaler. 

Fku^i niK (."pper Nuoi.a. -.Mi. Hu;^h 
Murray of Douglas Lake, Upper Nicola, 
reports the grain crop in that aoction of 
country, though heavy, to be somewhat 
lato. Haying is just commencing, tho 
cultivated croii is very fair, but tho natur- 
al one is niucn lighter than usual. A 
rather severe white. frost occurred on the 
Upper Nicola and on Coldwater on the 
night of tho 12th inst. Mr. Ouichon has 
sold out his ranch about half way between 
the lower Nicola and Savona's Ferry to 
i^ood advantage. 

R.^riD Traveli.iso. - .Mr. Hugh .Mur- 
ray left Nicola Valley at 2 o'clock on Sun- 
day morning, riding nno horse and lead- 
ing another, rested four houra en route, 
and arrived at Hope at 10^ o'clock the 
aanlc nicfht.

1.0 .M.o.v, July IG.- Tile Mor.UHj J\..-t 
in an editorial directs attention to an arti- 
cle ill tho (^aarteiiy Heeiew intending to 
show that British manufaoturcs are de- 
clining and foreigners are competing suc- 
cessfully in English niarkct.s in conse- 
quence of tho system of froo trade. The 
J'u.it concludes as follows : Tho Quarterly 
R^vieiL''i array of facts doaerved most con- 
siderate attention from every man having 
tho future prosperity of the country at 
heart. Tlie Cnitod States under the 
system of protection described by some of 
our political economists as suicidal, has 
paid during 10 years over £150,000,000 
on her debt, im.! paid €20,000,000 last 
year under it. The United .States, havo 
passed bj' leaps and bounda into a condi- 
tion of ])rosponty which before long will 
enable thom to cancel the enorinoua debt 
incurred on account of tho civil war. Eng- 
land ia by no means in tho same hopeful 
condition. N\'i! grant that free tr.ado has 
done much to benefit tho country, but wo 
doubt whether it b.aa not been pressed ton 
far, whether it has not become imperative 
that aonie resort to retaliatory duties shall 
bo made in order to show that tho advan- 
t.agcs wo offer to foreign states should be 
mot by equivalent conccasions on their 
part . 

The 7'iiii.j.-' says the figures most i)ro- 
minciitly relied on in tho Quarterly Review 
article are altogether erroneous. The re- 
viowor, it suv's, ovoratates the o.xcoss of 
imports over exports £63,000,000, and it 
[loint.s out tho fallacy as regards excess of 
imports us a sign of weakneBs. Even with 
excess of oxport.s amounting to £124,000,- 
000, England is doing more than getting 
an income on her invesliiient. \N'heii ex- 
cess diminiahes it is a sign that she is 
again investing largely abroail.
